GUI LEGAL BAnLE 


Judge Kerr Will Dispose of 
Case Against Fred 
Fields Saturday. 


The right of the liquor interests to ex- 
tend their traffic outside of their licensed 
dram shops, through an agent, was the 
subject .of bitterly foueht legal argu- 
ments in police court Wednesday morn- 
ing, where Fred Fields, head of the gang 
of men employed at the Western 
Gas 
Construction plant -vvas on trial., charged 
with the illciial sale of beer to the men 
working under him. 


The question of the delivery of beer 
to the men at the plant is a technical one 
and both John Hoffman, for the prosecu- 
tion, and Howard Townsend, represent- 
ing Fields, were able in their pleas to 
make their interpretation of the liquor 
laws appear unquestionable. 


Hoffman said that Fields was guilty of 
violating the liquor laws because he was 
responsible for the actions of his men 
and knew they were receiving and pay- 
ing for beer at the Western Gas plant. 


Townsend said the men housed at the 
plant had a right to send out for beer as 
long as it was ])urchased at a licensed 
place, 
it is only a matter of agency he 
claimed and the saloon was the. agent 
selling direct to the buyer for the con- 
struction company makes no profit on 
the liquor. 


The system of furnishing beer at the 
plant as' testified to by workmen is for 
Joe Kelly, one of the foremen, to come to 
the men in the morning and take down a 
list of their wants. 
He registers how 
many bottles of beer are needed and any 
other supplies that are asked for. 
The 
men get the beer at five cents a pint or 
six pint bottles for a quarter. No beer is 
delivered on Sunday. The money is tak- 
en from the wages "of the men when they 
are paid, every two weeks. 


Hoffman brought into his appeal for 
conviction of Fields the fact that 
the 
strike at the Western Gas plant 
had 
brought about a dangerous condition. Po- 
lice have asked that neither the strikers 
or strike breakers indulge in drink be- 
cause it brews added trouble. 


Judge 
Kerr explained that he had 
briefs on similar cases and would look in- 
to the technical meanings of the law be- 
fore 
giving 
his 
decision. 
Meanwhile 
Fields is held under $500 bond. 


Fields himself, who is vice president of 
the organization for furnishing workmen 
in cases of strikes, was apparently in- 
different as to results of the trial. 
He 
brought the largest diamond ever dis- 
played in police court on the middle fin- 
ger of his right hand when he sauntered 
in and took his scat beside his attorney.

With democrats united on 
the bill and no party revolt in prospect 
such as accomplished defeat of the bill 
before the issue was apathetic.

Informal conferences of republi- 
cans and democrats early in the day re- 
garding the prospect of adjournment of 
congress disclosed that republicans were 
anxious to dispose of the shipping bill 
and all other pending legislation as rap- 
idly as possible. 
Senator Harding, of

shipping bill for tho minority, said he 
thought the measure could be disposed of 
in less than a week.

congress might adjourn by Sept. 1. Sen- 
ator Harding explained that the republi- 
cans hope adjournment might be reached 
as early as Saturday, Aug. 26.

Mott Says Five Million 
Are in Prisons of Bel- 
ligerent Nations. 


New York, Aug. 
More than 
live 
liiillioii prisoners, iloiible the number of 
men engaged in any previous war tliat 
the world has kno^vn, are now coniined 
in prison camps of the heliigerent na- 
tions, according to Dr. John R. Mott, 
secretary of the international 
commit- 
tee of the Youn^ Men's Christian asso- 
ciation, wlio anived here today on the 
Danish steamship Oscar IL from Copen- 
hagen. 
Dr. Mott left here in ilay for 
Kussia and has visited the prisoiî camps 
of nearly all the countries at war. 
Dr. 
Mott said that of the prisoners, (ier- 
inany has the greatest number, appro.xi- 
mately 1,750,000. 
Kussia, with 
about 
1,500,000, comes next, then Austria witu 
1^000,000, followed in order by France, 
Italy, Great Britain and Turkey. Rus- 
sia's prisoners, he added, are rapidly in- 
creasing,, more than 400,000 having been 
added to the camps since the beginning 
of thé last Russian drive. 
In six weeks, 
Dr. Mott added, 230,000 passed through 
Kiev 


"I found," Dr. Mott said, "that re- 
ports as to the treatment of pnsoni^s 
of war are receiving luive been great y 
exaggerated.

MOTOR ETIQUETTE. 
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The President's Heavy Hand 


Senator Cummins again rises in the senate to voice a melancholy 
wail about President Wilson's "heavy hand" in forcing certain legis- 
lation which he is desirous of having passed. President AVilson ^vas 
icarcely in office a year when he made a similar outburst. Then he 
called it ''usurpation" of the poAvers of the legislative branch of 
government. 
Tuesday he clothed his criticism in a little different 
language although the meaning was the same. 
He said: 
"Tliere 
iias not been a single important measure passed since 1913 in which 
democratic congressmen have not felt the heavy hand of the execu- 
tive." 


There are in round numbers four hundred members in the lowev 
house. There are nearly one hundred members in the senate. There 
is one president. 
Mr. Wilson has no standing army with which to 
punish disobedient congressmen. 
He has no dungeon in which to 
starve them. 


Isn't it rather silly and extremely ridiculous to keep howling 
about "executive domination" of five hundred adults of sound mind 
and reasonable bodily strength? 


What other power has the executive head of the United States 
except the consciences of congressmen or their respect- for popular 
opinion ? 


The president's '"heaA-y hand" or "executive usurpation" would 
last about five minutes in this country the moment it was exercised 
In opposition to the raajorit3\ 


The Railway Age-Gazette has printed iigures to shoAv that the 
dividends paid on r a i l w a y stock in 1915 Avere on a loAver percentage 
of stock than in any year since 1904 and that the average rate of 
rlividends Avas 3.8 per cent. Commenting on this the South Bend Tri- 
bune says: "If these things are true a strike AA'ithout an attempt at 
arbitration would meet AA'ith public condemnation and do more to 
prejudice the public against the cause of workingmen in general than 
anything that could possibly happen. A consent to arbitration only 
shows a firm belief in the justice of a case and does not in any sense 
indicate weakness.

A feAv years 
ago the Union Pacific paid 10 per cent. 
NOAV it pays only eight. It is 
claimed that its stockholders have received $76,000,000 in dividend- 
paying stock of the Baltimore & Ohio .railroad, which had been held 
in the Union Pacific treasury and that there is in the Union Pacific 
treasury now $110,474,000, which the directors can turn into dividends 
as soon as they are ready to do so. These are matters that might en- 
ter into the arbitrating of the differences. But there shoiild be no 
strike. The country is hoping that an amicable adjustment may be 
Reached.

"More than anything else In the 
world does 
the 
automobile destroy 
courtesy in. this country," Is a recent 
statement 
made 
by Police Commis- 
sioner Gttllespie, of Detroit, in discuss- 
ing tljat city's traffic problem. But we 
cannot wholly agree with the commis- 
sioner. 


It may be said truthfully that there 
is much discourtesy shown by drivers 
of automobiles, but it also may be said 
with truth that there is nowhere that 
you will find more polite and accom- 
modating 
persons 
than among 
the 
automobilists who tour over our rural 
roads. 


A few years ago the farmers were 
enemies of all touring automobile par- 
ties. Today their 
view 
is 
changed. 
Thousands of careful, courteous driv- 
ers have brought this change. 
True, 
the farmer himself now frequently is 
the owner of a motor 
car, 
but 
the 
treatment he receives from tourists 
has done much to alter his opinion of 
them. 
He has learned that most of 
the touring parties are willing to give 
him a fair share of the road, ready to 
slow up or stop, when he is leading a 
nervous horse or a cow, and that many 
of them readily will give him a "lift" 
auytime he is traveling the road afoot, 
,Of course, this policy of the majority 
of touring drivers has been a paying 
one for them, as the farmer himself 
has become more friendly and con- 
genial toward them. 
. Probably. Commissioner Gillespie had 
in mind when he discussed the subject 
drivers of motor cars in the cities and 
their discourtesy toward pedestrians. 
It is true that there is much rudeness 
shown by motorists in the cities. Many 
of them seem to have no regard for 
their fellow citizens 
who 
travel on 
foot. 
They not only kill and maim 
many, but their incivility causes minor 
discomfiture to pedestrians. 
It is not

FIGHT BY ONE VOIE 


Taxi Drivers Will Not Be 
Bonded and New I^aw 
Will Be Framed. 


The jitney ordinance failed of passage 
over thé mayor's veto Tuesday night be- 
cause Councilman Cliarles O. Lepper vvas 
ill and could not be présent at the coun- 
cil session. 
In the parliamentary skir- 
mishes, leading to a vote" on the ordi- 
nance itself, the vote of council members 
present was always nine to five in favor 
of passing the code over the veto of the 
mayor. 
Lepper is known to favor the 
passage of the ordinance, and his pres- 
ence at the meeting would have meant 
woe for the taxi men. 


The mayor's message to the council 
telling why he had vetoed their jitney 
measure was pointed and sprinkled here 
and there with burning sarcasm. 
He 
held to his point that legislation for 
bonding the jitneys would be drawing 
an unfair distinction between motor pi- 
lots. 
He called attention to the menace 
of the motorcycles which race about the 
city at fifty miles an hour and yCt are 
not bonded. 


"Under your law it is all right for 
joy riders to endanger lives as they 
make an uncertain way about the city 
with their laughing companions, and il 
is all right for the heavy trucks to ram- 
ble along and crush life beneath their 
wheels. 
No bond is asked of these peo- 
ple. 
But because a man seeks to relieve 
congested 
traffic by 
taking 
workmen 
from the factories of an evening or by 
going to parts of the city whore street 
cars do not run, you make him an out- 
law and a criminal unless he pays a 
heavy bond ta.v and gives $10 as a sort 
of bribe to the city,"' the message reads. 


(Jouncilman Jacob Hartman moved to 
pass the ordinance over the mayor's veto 
after the commxmication had been read. 
Councilman Kinder seconded the motion. 
Ati amendment was oiTered by Council- 
man Mills that thfe council take a rcoesä 
until next Tuesdav evening before a vote 
be taken on the question. 
Mills hoped 
to defer the voting until Lepper could 
be present. 
TJie legality of such pro- 
cedure was questioned, and City Attor- 
ney Colèrick was callêd upon to give bis 
version of the advisability of a recess. 
He was not sure that it would be legal. 


A vote was taken and the councilmon 
lined up nine to five in favor of passing 
the jitney code over t^e veto of Mayor 
Hospy. 
One mofè voté was needed to 
make the necessary two-thirds inajority. 
Councilmen in favor of passing the ordi- 
nance were Agne, Hartman, John, Keller, 
Kinder, Millg, Ofenloch, Sclilebecker ami 
Welch. 
Those standing by the mayor 
were Bayer, Korte, Deitschel, Roggo and 
Smith. 


A new jitney ordinance will be framed 
at onoe, it is expected by councilmen, in 
which a license fee will be substituted 
for a bond by Avay of insuring safety 
and regulating jitney traffic. 


Favors City Auditorium. 


Every councilman voted in favor of 
the resolution presented by the board 
of works which asked that arrangement.s 
be made for erecting a large city audito- 
rium. 
The Avorks board advised that 
$225,000 be put into a big structure to 
be used for conventions and other gat);- 
erings. 


Other Business. 


Automobiles which run inside the city 
limits must be provided with mufflers 
and must not run with their cut-outs 
open, according to the resolution pre- 
sented by Councilman Mills and which 
the council adopted. 
Police Chief Leuz 
will be ordered to see that this ruling is 
enforced. 


Contract of George Ganiere, of Chi- 
cago, to build the Anthony Wayne mon- 
ument at a cost of $15,000 was up- 
proved. 
The ordinance fixing the ta.v 
levy for next year at $1.16 on the $100 
was referred to the committee of the 
whole. 
The ordinance providing that 
the track elevation fund be transferred 
to tfie general fund was also referrert 
to the big committee. 
Communication 
from the mayor favored the transfer. 


An ordinance for annexing 
several 
tracts to the city was referred to tl\e 
committee of the whole. 
Councilman 
Smith, who was a member of the sub- 
committee, said he had not signed the 
committee report because he did not fa- 
vor the taking in of the entire rolling 
mills district, ho said. 


Ordinance providing $500 for adver- 
tising and printing by the board of 
works was referred to the committee on 
printing.

He declared that unbelief picks 
out in religion the one worst man in 
the church and compares him with the 
be.st man outside of the church.

evangelist 
also declared 
that 
in 
the 
union meeting there is only one great 
i.ssue and that is. "Christ or Satan?" 
"Saved or Lost?" "Heaven or Hell?" 


"Men must go to heaven or hell, for 
those are the only places there are for 
them to go to," said Dr. Scoville. "They 
can't go to heaven or hell or some 
place else. 
Men are changing astron- 
omy, but the stars shine on the same; 
men are changing botany, but flowers 
bloom as in ages past; 
men 
change 
geology, but the rocks are as eternal 
as the hills; men change 
chemistry 
but atoms and molecules in God's lab- 
oratory never change; theologians are 
born in a day and die in an hour, but 
truth is eternal as God. 
As long as 
truth Is truth is does make some dif- 
ference what men do believe."

Dr. Scoville received one of the most 
enthusiastic ovations in the history of 
Bethany assembly when he appeared 
upon the auditorium' stage.

Press.)—Many foreign shipbuilding or- 
ders that would have been placed in Hol- 
land have gone to America, in conse- 
quence of tJie uncertainty 
creatinl by 
the ship export law recentl.y passed by 
the Dutcii parliament, according to a 
complaint just presented to the minister 
of agriculture, 
industry 
of 
commerce, 
by a shipbroker, A. Schippers, who rep- 
resents large shipbuilding interests. 


"It 
is," he says, "remarkable 
that 
America has never been able to compete 
with Dutch shipbuilders, neither before 
nor during the war, but that so soon as 
Holland 
was closed to the export of 
ships the United States has booked big 
orders for the building of vessels for 
European firms, at prices that are fabu- 
lously 
high—much 
higher 
than 
the 
prices wiiich our shipbuilders would ask 
if there were a 
free 
export of ships 
built in tliis country." 


The Dutch shipbuilding industry can- 
not exist without foreign ofders, and 
the livelihood of 1H,000 workmen is at 
stake, according to the petitioner.

Brunswick, Magdeburg, Koblenz, Osna- 
brück, and many other towns there have 
been riots by the famished people in 
front of the food stores. 
And the gov- 
ernment, 
to 
the 
hungry cry of the 
masses, has only one reply to make—a 
state of siege, salvos fired by the police, 
and military patrols! 


'"Mr. von Bethmann-Hollweg 
accuses 
England of having caused 
famine 
in 
Germany, and the partisans of war and 
supporters of the 
government 
repeat 
this idle talk. 


"But 
the 
government 
should 
have 
known that war with Russia, France 
and England would result in the block- 
ade of Germany. 


" 'Cruel enemies have 
encircled us,' 
cry the makers of war. 


"'Why have you adopted 
a 
policy 
that has brought about this encircling?' 
is the simplest counter question. 


"The reining classes lied to the peo- 
ple when they said: 
'If we hold out till 
the end Germany will dictate peace and 
will dominate the world.' 


"The people were also deceived by 
the statement that 'the German subma- 
rines will prevent England's 
importa- 
tion; England will implore pcace and 
then the war will end.'
